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A RETROSPECT. 



The origin of the events which had their culmination in the revolution 
of July 1st, 1887, must be sought for in the Moreno epi^iode of 188U. 
The teterrima cavsa, of cour.w, waa the vicious and worthless Constitu- 
tion of 1864 ; but, as the Hon. C. K. Biishop said in the now hLstoHcal 
meeting of June 30th, 1887, he had lived under it during the reign of 
five Kinga, and had not found out that it was a bud one until the last few 
years, when it had been so thoroughly misused. We may, for the 
moment, dismiss that, and concentrate our atlentlon on the last eight 
years, when it became patent to one designing mind how the " worthless 
rag" of a Constitution might be used by an unscrupulous man for private 
aggrandizement. 

C. C Mureno came here in 1880, with a sclierae for a trans-Pacific 
cable and a plan for a set of Chinese steamers, which were to touch here 
on their way between San Francisco and the Flowery Kingdom. He 
soon found bis way to the ear of the King, and put before liim some 
dazzling schemes. Moreno was a iiieen politician, and made use of Mr. 
W. M. Gibson, who was then leading the Opposition in the Legislature, 
to further his views in the House, and also learned Gibson's plans, some 
of them, according to his story, very desperate ones, for acquiring power. 
The Cabinet at that time consisted of Messrs. S. G. Wilder, Interior; J. 
M. Kapena, Foreign Affairs; Simon Kaal, Finance, and Edward Preston, 
Attorney -General, An attempt was made to overthrow this Cabinet in 
the Legislature by u vote of want of contldence, but it was defeated, and 
the session came to a close. Within a few hours after the prorogation the 
Cabinet was summarily dismissed by the King, and uommisaioas were 
signed (August l4th) for John E. Bu.^h, Interior ; C. C. Moreno, Foreign 
Att'airs; Kaai, Finance, and Claude Jones, Attorney-General, The 
change called forth a perfect storm. A mass meeting was held, the 
Diplomatic Corps intervened, and the most objectionable feature in the 
Ministry, C. C. Moreno, was forced to resign, August 19th, and left for 
San Francisco in the Ho Chung, a steamer belonging to the Chinese 
Navigation Company. By September 27th, 1S80, an entirely new Minis- 
try was formed, with Messrs. W. L. Green, IL A. P. Carter, J. S. 
Walker, and Mr. W. N. Armstrong joined them later as Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

This was but an episode, but It showed what could be done. If a > - 
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stranger could drop, as it were, from the clouds, and do what Moreno had 
done, why should wot another, who was a resident liere, do likewise? 
Tlie seed sown by Moreno took rapid liold in the mind of Gibson, and 
from the moment of Morono's fall, he resolved to worlt on the lines of the 
wily Don. 

It took some time to organize his scheme, but Gibson kept his aim 
steadily in view. On May lUth, 1882, during the first weeks of the 
Legislative session, the Green-Carter Ministry, resigned, and Gibson was 
failed to tlie head of atPairs, His colleagues were Messrs. Sliuoa Kaai, 
Interior; J. E. Bush, Finance, and Edward Pre.ston, Attorney- General. 
From 1882 to June 30th, 1887, a system of gradual extension of royal 
prerogatives, a using of the public funds for private ends, has steadily 
gone on. The changes in the Calnuet have been so frequent that It 
acquired the name ol kaleidoscopic j but whatever change took pUice, one 
central tiffure always remained, and that was W. M. Giitson. During his 
career he occupied every place in the Cabinet, and on one occasion he 
filled three positions at the same time, viz.; Foreign Aifairs, Interior and 
the Attorney-Generalship. 

The poliey at first adopted was to play upon the King's vanity, and for 
that purpose a gorgeous coronation pageant was arranged, which took 
place February 14lh, 1883. The bills incurred on that occasion were 
enormous — bow large has never yet been learned, but ut the session of 
IBBii tlie outstanding a<.-counti- under this head stiil amounted to some 
$2l>,0l>0. The coronation, however, was but the thin end of the wedge. 
In every way tliat could add to tlie tinsil and uiitter of the Kingdom, 
money was spent. 

It became very clear that to do this it was necessary to " iiold " the 
Legislature. To this end politicsd lieads were cliop|n>d oil' in all ditec- 
tioiis, liud the places of the former ineumbents filled b.v men devoted to 
iho new reyime, without reference to tiieir fitness for the positions. 
Thus Mr Gudlrey Brown was sunimiirily dismissed Ironi ihe Finance 
Otficc and Colonel Allen from the Collector-Gcneralnhip of Customs, while 
the lio-rd of Kducalion, cooaistiny oi Messr^'. C. it. liisbop, E. O. Hall, 
Godlrey lliiodes and J. i-iawuinui, were turned out in an insulling man- 
ner. The name and iufiue;ice of ihe King were freely used in the elec- 
tions, and the Government candidates for election were chosen from 
among the ollice- holders. In the Legislature of 1884 an efl'ort was made 
to mcot Ilie evil, but the Opposition was not uniled enough; it needed 
that the governing powers should more plainly slmw their evil qualities 
before all men would unite iu a solid phalanx against tliem. 

Tliu Appropriation bill of 1884 far exceeded any previous one. Mtmey 
was voted for many useless things; the expenses of tlie Privy pui-se were 
swelled; so was the military vote, the vote for Foreign Missions, and. 
throughout the wlmle ses.-iion and long after it, tlie Spreckcis' influence 
was supreme. The following two years told the same tale of extrava- 
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gmce, only the Oovernment were betoming more bold. Jobs ot tbe most 
flagrant dfi.scrijiUuii were toiHtantly Ixsiiig brought before the public, 
througli the pres;^, and the Cabinet ciilmly smiled and asked the complain- 
ants what t.iey were going to do about it ? 

The leprosy question, also, had heen growing into a crying evil. 
Lepers were let free, either on the imthority of air. Giloou or the King, 
and lhe.se permits were used for political purposes. To quell the feeling 
in thid direction, for it was growing serious, Dr. Arning, a specialist, 
was sent for from Germany, lie eame, instituted a set ot ViUuable ex- 
perimenlfl, and then, proving only a scientifli; man and not a politk'al 
tool, Wiis dismissed, under circumstances which are fresh in the minds of 
all our readers- Debt, too, began to accumulate rapidly, and to bolster 
their failing finances, loans were obtained from Mr, >Spi-eekels. 

For the Legislature of 188ii a gallant fight w:is made to have a body of 
men elected wlio would vote ni<»ney with some sense of Its value, and 
who should, in some degree, represent the ciipitiil and brains of the 
country. The effort was abortive. Every scandalous means was u-ed to 
secure a viet^jry for the men in power. Bribery wa.s employed, liquor 
was allowed lo run in a tide, promi.ses of ofii.;e were given, intimidation 
was resorted to, and in one district a nunil)er of soldiers were tauen up to 
outvote the Opposition candidate, while in another the voting lists were 
openly tampered with. 

With a Legislature composed of such materials, and obtained by such 
means, it is not surprising that the riglit of free speech was cut off, and 
that a reckless disregard for the riglitsof capital and brains reigned 
supreme. 

Tlie session lasted from April 3Uth to October Kith — a period of 170 
days. The results were an appropriation bill of .simiewliat over four-and- 
a-half millions of dollars, the income »)f the country being aliout two mil- 
lions. A loan bill was passed authoriaing the aoverninent to borrow 
$2,iH)0,()l)U, the affair to lie managed by a syndicate in London. A free 
liquor iiill had been passt^d in the Legislature of 1884, and that of 1880 
gave an opium lali, widch was so framed that bribery could be freely used 
to olitaiu tlie license. The results of this bill will be seen later on. Then 
there was an army bill autliorizing the expenditure of a very large sum 
of moiiey, and creating generals, colonels, intelligence officers, and no 
end of frippery. The buying and titting out of a niun-of-war was author- 
ized, and the vote for foreign missions was still further increased. One 
thing was imide clear, during the session, and that was the Ministerial 
view of the Constitution. In open debate the question was argued : 
" Where lies, or should lie, the preponderating, the actual ruling power?" 
Oae of the Independent members maintained '* In tlie Legislature ; " the 
Ministry held " In the Crown ; " and the latter theory was acted upon. 

(iroat dissatisfaction was felt at the close of the Legishiture; but 
(Xiatters were not so bad yet as to !;ai^se all mep to unite. W hat the 
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Government intended to do soon begun to be developed. An embassy, 
under tharge of John E. Bush, w<is sent, nt great expense, to Samoa. A 
large Mum of money was expended over festivities in tionor of the King's 
birthday. Tlie Explorer (re-named the Kaimitoa) — a vessel totally un- 
suited for the purpose — was purohased by the Government for twenty 
thousand dollars, and some $30,000 or $60,000 were expended in turning 
her into a man of war. The crew was largely made up of boys from the 
Reformatory School, and their cwnduet, together with that of some of the 
officers, ei-eated a perfect seandal. On the evening before the day ap- 
pointed for the sailing of the vesel, a mutiny broke out and several of the 
ofHeera were summarily dismissed. Meantime, money was very scarce, 
the loiin was bungled, and though the money had been sulwcribed in 
England it was not forthcoming in Hawaii. The roads all over the group 
were in a lerrihle condition; the harbor had not been dredged for months, 
no funds bemg forthcoming for the purpose; the landings were neglected 
and Government indebtedness was not liquidated. 

So bad had things become that men set seriously to work to right them, 
and early in the present year a number of gentlemen in Honolulu and on 
the other islands began to consider the best means for putting an end to 
the then state of ail'.iirs, and plai'ing the government of the country on a 
basis wliich should for the future do away with the system of corruption 
and fraud which had ruled .so long. For this purpose arms were im- 
ported, and every preparalion made beforehand. The organization took 
the name of the Hawaiian League, and had enrolled among its members 
some of the weightiest uien In the city. 

The agitation was progressing favorably, when a weapon was put into 
the hands of the pdriotit party which served to unite the whole popula- 
tion as one man aganiit the regime under which such iniquities could be 
perpet rated 

We have spoken above of the opium law which was passed In the 
Legi>!alure lh8(), and Mhich had received the King's signature in spite 
of the most vigimius pr<ite^ts from all classes of the community. The 
bill priii-ided Ih tt a luen^e for the Siile of opium, at the rate of *lio,000 
per annum, should be gi\en to whomsover the Minister of the Interior 
might choose. 

The facts in the matter, furnislied on undeniable authority were pub- 
lished in the Hawaiian Gazktte of May 17lh, and (i-om that paper we 
quote. The paper said : 

"Early in November, 1886, one Junius Kaae, heretofore conspicuous for 
nothing except being a " Palace hanger-on," {since promoted to the otHce 
of Uegistrar of Deeds,) went tu a Chinese rice planter named Aki, and 
asked him if he did not want the opium license. ^ kl said lie did. Kaae 
then informed him that he could help him to get it; and that the lirst 
step neces,sary was to pay the ICing the sum of S(iO,000; but that he 
must hurry up about it, because there were others trying to jjet the King 
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to give it to them. After some discussion, Aki agreed to act upon Kaae's 
suggestion. Aliout tiie (ith of Diiceiniier, In tlio afternoon, $20,000 were 
taken to the Palace in a tiasket. The King, seeing others around, told 
the bearers to come in the evening. They came in the evening and met 
the King, who directed them to see Kaae. Kaae, being present, con- 
ferred with the King, and then went to the King's priviite office, and he 
there received the $20,000, and put it in the King's private drawer. A 
few days after, the King stated to the owner that he had received the 
$20,000. Shortly after a check on the bank for $10,000 was handed to 
the King personally. The same day Kaae returned it, saying that, they 
preferred coin to checks. The same evening the coin to that amount was 
delivered to Kaae. A day or two later $UO,000 in gold coin and certifl- 
cates of deposit, in two baskets, were taken to the Palace and delivered, 
together with a present of a little baked pig, to the King personally. 
This completed the $00,000. Finding how easily $00,000 was mMe, 
probably there were some quahns of conscience about letting the licence 
go so cheap. Aki was therefore informed by Kaae that John S. Walker 
was backing another Chinaman, and that unless $15,000 more was forth- 
coming, Walker's Chinaman would get the Hcenso. Aki reluctantly 
raised the amount, and it was paid to the King personally." 

Shortly after this, Aki heard tlmt the license had been given to another 
Chinese syndicate, at the head of which was Chun Lung. 

The fact that he had lost his money and his license, made Aki tell, and 
the whole circumstances were drawn up in a series of affidavits. On 
May 3l9t the Gazelle published Aki's affidavit, giving the matter more 
fully in detail, and likewise exposed an illegal land transaction, in which 
tlie Minister of P'oreign Affair, W. M. Gibson, while Acting Minister of 
Interior, had been engaged. 

It had also transpired that the Minister of Interior, J. Aholo, had 
drawn a sum of money out of the treasury, certifying that it was for the 
work done on the continuation of Queen's street, when it was known, for 
a fact, that no such work hud been lwn& 

These publications created an immense sensation, and the entirr; press, 
united in denouncing the venality and corruption of the Hawaiian 
Government. Prepsiralions were made for holding a public meeting 
on Moiidiiy, June 27th, but it was deemed advi>abie to postpone the 
meeting till Thursday, June SOth. Early on Tuesday, June 28lh, it was 
rumored that the Ministry had resigned. This was found to be a fiict. 
During that day and the next the ex- Attorney-Gen era I made efforts to 
get together a coalition Ministry, but without success, and on Thursday, 
June !tOth, the ma.-s-meeting was held. The account of it, which ap- 
peared in the Gazelle, is reproduced here corrected by the accounts pub. 
Ushed la tlie Commercial Advertiser and Herald. It roads as follows ;

THE GRKAT MASS MEETING. 

The most enthusi-i.stic, largest and yet most orderly meeting ever held 
in Hiinolulu todk place nn Thursday afternoon, June 30th. The meeting 
had been advertised Juno 29tli by posters in English, Hawaiian and 
Portuguese, and long before the appointed hour, 2 p. m., the approaiihea 
to the armory of the Honolulu Bifles, corner of Punchtwwl and Beretania 
streets, were thronged with crowds of people of all chisses, hurrying to 
the rendezvous. All the stores in town were closed by 1 p. m,, and ail 
work on buildings or In machine shops was brought to a chise. Parsing 
the Paliice a considerable stir was noticed, and as the Gazette reporter 
passed, a native with half a dozen rifles on his shoulder was proceeding 
thither from the barracks. 

Outside the armory the Honolulu Hifles, were drawn up under arms, 
with fixed bayonets, and each man carrying fifty rounds of ammunition, 
our citizens soldiers looked a fine body of men, "ready as one of the 
speakers afterwards said in the meeting "to defend their right or en- 
force them." 

IN THE ARMORY 

Seats had been arranged, and by two o'clock the building was filled in 
every part, while a large crowd blocked up every opening. The platform 
was placed on the mauka or land side of the building. On the table was 
the Hawaiian flag, while al the back the flags of the United States and 
Great Britain were intertwined, fit emblems of the Mother and Daughter 
country standing shoulder to shoulder. 

THOSE WHU WERE PRESENT. 

The assemblaffe was thoroughly representative — Mechanics, Merchants, 
Day-laborers, Planters, Professional men, all were there. Of nationalities 
there were Americans, Britons, Colonials, Germans, Hawaiians, Portu- 
guese, Chinese and Japanese. In numbers, a good many estimated the 
crowd as being about 2,500. With but a few exceptions, all were ani- 
mated by the same feelings, the same determination, to put an end, (mce 
and for; all, upon the present iniquitous system of misrule and extra- 
vagance.

THE MKETIjra. 

Shortly after the stroke of 2, lion, 8. B. Di}le came on to the platform 
and ealling the meeting to order, nominated Mr. P. C. Jonos as chairman. 
The nomination was airepled unanimously and amid loud applause the 
genial gentleman, who has presided over so many a social gathering, took 
charge of the most important meeting that has ever been known in 
HawaihHi history. 

Mr. Jones, on ascending the platform, said j I feel honored at being 
nominated chairman of this, the largest and moat important meeting that 
has ever assembled in this city. We have assembled in a constitutional 
manner, and propose to conduct it in a constitutional manner. We are 
here for the purpose of asking for goo I government, a thing we have not 
had, but which we earnestly desire. We, representatives of all nations 
ate assembled here and we can afl'oitl to conduct ourselves in a firm and 
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digtiifled manner, because we are fli-m and dett^rmined in what we ask. 
(applause.) 

A set of re9olution,s have been prepared which will be read to you by- 
Mr. L. A. Thurston and also a communication from the King which has 
ju.it been received by the Hon. C. R. Bishop. Then thtsre will be short 
speeirlies, as there are many apeaiters and the plai;e is warm and we are 
warmed up they will be limited to five minutes. We must malie the 
work short, sharp and decisive, (loud cheers.) 

Hon. Lorrin Thurston apohigised for appearing in uniform, but he had 
been so ordered by his comtnandlug oflicer, and he obeyed his orders. 
He then read tlie following : 

BETOLUTIONS, 

We, the citizens, residents and tax-payers of Honolulu, actinfc, as we 
flrmly beiiove, in sympathy with and in beh;df of all riglitininded 
citizens, residents and tax-payers of this Kingdom, and been assembled 
in mass meeting in the city of Honolulu, on the 30th day of Jane, 18S7, 
do resolve as follows : 

1 — That the administeration of the Hawaiian Government has ceased, 
through corruption and inoompetenne, to perform the functions and 
afford the protection to personal and property rights, for which all Qovern- 
ments exist. 

2 — That while some of the evils of which we complain cannot be at 
once adequately redressed, and their recurrence prevented, and many 
others are incurable except by radical changes in the pwsent constitution ; 
yet there are some evils which we feel _must be remedied at once, before 
a permanent reform movement can be inaugurated with any reaaoaable 
prosptict of success. 

3 — Holding these views we request of the King : 

First — That he shall at once and unconditionally dismiss his present 
Cabinet from oflflce, and we ask that he shall call one of these persons, 
viz: William L. Green, Henry Waterhouse, Godfrey Brown or Mark P. 
Robinson to assist him in selecting a new Cabinet, which shall be com- 
mitted 'lo the policy of securing a new constitution. 

Second — That Walter M. Gibson shall be at once ditimissed from each 
and every ofHce held by him under the Government, 

Third — In order, so tar as possible, to remove the stain now resting on 
the throne, we request of the King that he shall cause immediate restitu- 
tion to be made of the sum, to wit: Heventy-one thou.sand dollars ($71,- 
000), recently obtained by him In violation of law and of his oath of 
office, under promise tliat the persons from whom the same was obtained 
should receive the license to sell opium, as provided by statute of the 
year 1886. 

Fourth — Whereas, one Junius Kaae was implicated in the obtaining of 
said aeventy-one thousand dollars ($71,000), and has since been, and slll' 
is, retained in oiHce as Registrar of Conveyances, we request, as a safe- 
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guard to the property intcrGHts of the counHy, that said Kaao lie at once 
dismis^ied from said oiHce, and tliat the ruuords of our land titles be phiued 
in hands of one in whose integrity the people cnii siifcly uoiilide, 
Fifth— That we requeat a specific pledge from tlie ICing — 

(1) That he will not in the future interfere either directly or indirectly 
with the election of represontatives. 

(2) That he will not interfere with or attempt to unduly influence legis- 
lation or legislators. 

(3) That he will not interfere with the constitutional administration of 
his cabinet. 

(4) That he will not use his otticiai position or patronages for private 
ends. 

Mesolved, That 
Paul Isenberg, W. W. Hall, J. A. Ivonnedy, W. 11. llice, Capt. -Jas. A. 
King, E. B. Thomas, H. 0. Jleed, John Vivas, W. I-'. A. Brewer, W. B. 
Oleson, Cecil Brown, Capatain John Boss, J. B. Athorton, 
Are hereby appointed to present the foregoing resolutions and requests 
to the King; and said Committee is hereby instructed to reijuest of the 
King that a personal answer to the same lie returned within tweiity-fnur 
hours of the time when the same are presented ; and to further inform 
the King that his uegitnit so to answer the same within said time will bo 
construed as a refusal of tlie sjiid retiuests. 

Resoloed, That said Committee, in case of the ICing's refusiil to grant 
said roiiuosts, or in ease of his negloct to reply to the same, is autliori/.od 
to call another mass meeting at this pliice on Biiturday, July 2d, at 2 p. m., 
to furtlier consider tlie situation, 

Wlien the second reipiest, relative to the summary dismissal of W'ulter 
M. Oil>son, was read, a perfect storm of cheers swept through the building. 

ILiin. C B, Bishop then read the conununl cation he had received from 
the King, premising tliat it bad readied him at 1 p. m, 

Tiri': king's lkti'kk. 
Hon. C. 11. Bishop, Member of the House of Nobles, I'rivy Councillor of 
State, etc. '* 

My I)1';ai( Siit; — Reposing especially confidence in your loyalty and 
sound judgment as a councillor, and knowing your regard for iiur people, 
we are moved to call uiwn the Hon. W. L. (jreen to form a Cabinet and a 
Ministry which he may select, and will be acceptable to the respectable 
and responniWe majority of our pei>ple, will he welcome to us; and any 
guarantees which may be reasonably required of us under the (Jonstitu- 
tion and laws of our Kingdom will be at once conceded to such Admin- 
iatnition. Your frien<l, 

Kalakaua. 

The chairman re-read the letter for the benefit of those who were far 
oiT Mr. Bishop's voice not being strong enough to reach the whole asseiQ" 
blage. 
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Mr. W. A, Kinnpy road a trimslalion of the resolutions ia Hawaiian, 
the reitder buing frequently interrupted l>y apiiluiise. 

Hon. W. L. Green, on being called was received with great applause. 
He said a speech from him was impossible. He could not tell, no one 
could tell what the course of events would be. He knew no more than 
any one present about the letter from the King. The meeting hud as- 
senjl)led to express themselves as to the past and in regard to the future, 
auri he urged upon the speakers to keep their language firm and decisive. 
He remembered a meeting held some three years ago he thought at the 
Lyceum. It Wiis a large meeting, though not so large as this, and its 
object was to protest against the mal-administratinn the Gibson Cabinet. 
He was not there, not being well, but sent a letter, in which he expressed 
himself in strong language. He need not go Into the details— that could 
be done better by others; but they were met again to-day, because from 
that day to this that same administration had been getting worse and 
worse until at last it had become intolerable. He considered that their 
uniU'd attitude ti^-day was one which would teach His Majesty that he must 
turn over a new leaf, and see that this country is governed as a constitu- 
tional monarchy. Me thouglit the King's letter precluded his saying any- 
thing further on this point. If he should he called upon to head a Ministry 
it should Ite one pledged to the common good, and which would carry out 
the resolutions pas.sed there that day, 

Mr. \V. A. Kinney, before addressing the meeting in Hawaiian, spoke 
In English, He said that he had been born here and please God he was 
going to die here, and would try to live here under this flag, but he 
wanted that flag to be clean. It would not be clean unless they went 
much rurther than the removal of the Gibson administration. He had 
been reminded of the words of Lord Chatham, "It is time that the crown 
were addressed in the language of truth." It is the height o( folly to put 
four men into a hostile camp, and support the tension to try and keep 
them there. (Mr. E. M. Walsh— "We will support IhemI") The speaker 
hiul a great deal of confidence in Mr. Walsh, but be preferred a good con- 
stitutiifti — a new cinistitulion every time, and anything less than anew 
con.-^titution would not suit him. 

The miseratile rag of a constitution we had did not afford ailetiuate 
represen tilt ion nor imtM)se proper restrictions upon the power of the throne. 
Ho believed it was written on the hearts of those before him— "a new 
constitution, and that speedily." It was the height of folly to suppose 
that pommercial men and others in the community could stand and hold 
these men in Ihcir places. We had tried this kind of things for the last 
six years. With a good constitution we woulil have peace — peace flowing 
like a river. The franchise will be reconstructed and the knig will have 
power as great a.s the Queen of Great Britain, and that ought to lie enough 
for him. If to his own rights he wants to add the rights of seventy-live 
thousand subjects he is not going to liave them, Tlie revolution of thought 
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■would be followed by a revolution of iirms, m it always had been, if our 
reasonable requests were not granted. lie |)lerlged Ina life, every cent tliut 
he possessed and his sacred honor, under that flag that shellered him from 
his birth, (cheer) It the men would not put this thing through, the women 
would. He referred to the mental agony the women had endured these 
passed years for want of pr(H)er protection against dineaae, many having had 
to isolate their children in foreign lands. No man can stop or stay this 
movement now. The sails aro set, the ship is in motion; wo cannot go 
back. Push her forward into the open sea, (cheers) 

Mr, Kinney then spoke several minutes in Hawaiian. 

Hon. 8. B. Dole being oalled upon, said : Fcllow-citiKens — There 
are two thoughts to which I will call your attention in our Con- 
stitution. First: "The King conducts his Government for the common 
good." The second is like unto it : " All men are allowed to assemble to 
consult upon the common good," We have a right to be here, and we 
have assembled according to law ; hut we would not be here tivday it the 
King had conducted the Uoverniuent (or the common good ; iie lias not 
done so. This meeting Inis coine together to consider the public In- 
terest*, and is composed of men who are determined to have good gov- 
ernment. As I understand the situation, this meeting Is called to give 
the King one chance to fall Into line for political reform— just one chance. 
I do not say he will take the chance. I am not here to tallc abdut the 
Ministers, but about the King (biud cheers), tor he is not conducting the 
Government lor the benctlt of tlie people. I need not detail the fact of 
bad government hy the King to yon ; it relate^^ to all departments of the 
administration ; interference with everythiiig nppertiiining to government 
has been his rule, and he bus sold liis sacreil oath of ofDce to the highest 
hkUter. Wo are here for no unlawful purpose; wo are hero to ilemand 
that the King cleanse the Government, and that he return this money — 
whicli every man, woman and child in the country belhtves he took un- 
lawfully—not for the sake of the parties to whom it belongs, but to show 
that the Government Is to be con(Iuct<^d henceforth ui>on clean principles. 
We remember tlie last six years, during whicli the rights of th* people 
have been trampled under foot, the representative principle of govern- 
ment has been practically destroyed, tho princi|ile of Ministerial responsi- 
bility interrupt-ed, and public moneys recklessly sqoantorcd. These 
things cannot go on. This movement moans political reform, and it lias 
gone so far that, from the tiilk I hear as I go along the street, opposition 
or hostility to it is in the public mind something akin to treason. 

Mr, J. A. McOaiidless, whom the chairman introduced as a gentleman 
who went down into the bowels of the earth, spoke next. He said he 
supported thetie resolutions, and in doing so he believed that he represented 
some fifteen hundred people. He was ready to support them with the last 
drop of his blood. All were united — merchants, mechanics, latorers and 
all. iie believed that there was a unanimity which had never before been 
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attained. Fifteen hundred persons had been disfranchised for no other 
reason than they were white men, and they were not going to have this 
mueii longer. They hed a right to have their franchise granted uncondi- 
tionally. [A vciice: We'll take them,] He was »fraid there were some 
among them who were weak-kneed. One man had gut his gun and taken 
it liome, and left a note upon the table with the words: "Good-bye; shall 
be out of town till next Sunday," That there were some who wanted 
bracing up. There were men among them the grandchildren of those who 
had fought at Waterloo, and made it what it was; of the noble six hundred 
at Balaklava. They had among them some of the heroes of Appotomax, 
and also of the Franco-German war. These were the kind of men this 
community is made up of. Abraham Lincoln had remarked on the eve of 
the late war, "It may be necessary to set the toot down hard." And a 
great newspaper correspondent, who was present, said that he knew then 
for the first time that the great North was ready, and, concluded the 
speaker, from what I see here to-day I know that we are ready to put our 
foot down. (Applause.) 

Hon. C. R. Bishop said — This is unquestionably an important meeting, the 
most important ever held in Honolulu. I see before me mechanics, mer- 
chants, professional men. They are not here for umusemenl, but because 
they feel that the course of affairs calls for prompt and determined action. 
We should discuss matters in a peaceaijle manner without any threats ; 
we do not need any threat.^. Tlie fact that so many men iiave come here 
shows that we do not need any threats. I caine here in 1846, became 
naturalized in 1849, and have lived under five kings. We thought we 
had really a liberal constitution, because those kings did not encroach 
upon the rights of their subjects. But we have found out within the last 
lew years that our constitution is defective, partly on account of had ad- 
vice to the king hut largely on his own account. The king has encroahed 
on our rights. We have had very few mass meetings, but when webaveoiie 
like this f believe if means either a new constitution or one with material 
reforms, which I am sure we shall have. I come here as a Hawaiian, not 
for anj^clasa or clique. If it was any class or clique, I would not come 
here at all. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Henry Waterhouse spoke In native in substance as follows : 

Felhiw citizens of Hawaii nei — Hon. C. 11, Uishop saj-s the constitution 
is full of faults. If so, let us have a new constitution. Therefore, let us 
stand by the re.soiutions. We shall see from those who stand by these 
resolutions who are the friends of the Hawaiian people. My counsel is to 
stand firm, and go before the King without fear, and make our demands 
fearlessly. 

Mr. II. Jay Green said : Gentlemen, fellow citizens, friends, neighbors 
and brothers : I was not aware that I should bo iisked to speak here or I 
should have put on my other coat. But the boys left me to come here, 
and I had to follow them, and all I want to say is that I expect to keep 
on following the boys. (Applause.) 
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Hon. L. A, Tliurston sairl : Gciilleiiion, yiiu rmel I have been waiting 
II liiiig liuu! for this day, l-ut it li;is eoiiie. It is ii long liiiie tiisil lias no 
turning, Imt we have cojne to the turning of our hine. There are persons 
here to wpeak to all of you, but 1 am lu'ii; to speak as a Hawaiian. My 
ancestors carao here in the rdgn of Kainehainehii I. I was born and 
brought up here, and I mean to die here. Hawaii Is gijod enough for me. 
1 spealc for Hawalians, because you foreigners cnn speak tor yourselves and 
can look out for yourselves, but many of tliose Hiiwailans are ignorant 
and have been deserted by their leaders. I am the representative of the 
constituency of Molokai, and spent some weeks there last summer, and I 
wish to say that the Hawaiianson Molokai are with us to a man. It may i>e 
that this letter from His Mjijesty was meant to head off this re»olutions, 
1 remember reading somewhere of a man who was going to shoot a coon, 
and the coon said : " Uon't shoot ; I'll come down." The King is the 
coou and this meeting the gun. [Great applause,] History repeats itself. 
We ail remember the King's message to the Legislature in 1884, recom- 
mending economy, and asking that It should begin with His Majesty's 
privy purse. That messiige wa'^ accepted in good faith, and there was a 
grand torchlight procession to the Palace to thank him — L carried a torch 
in that pi-ocession myself — but it waa followed by ajiprfipriations enor- 
mously in excess of the revenue. And again, in 1880, came another messiige 
for retrenchment, but this time it didn't wash. There was a meeting dur- 
ing the Moreno time to protest against bad government, and intti the midst 
of it some one came and said, "It's all right; the King has appointed a 
new Ministry," and there were three cheers for the King, and that was 
the last of it. Are there a.iy cheers to-day? {Loud cries of No! No!) 
The King was talsen at his word, i noticed that there were no cheers 
proposed for the King to-day. It Is not sufficient to have the King accept 
these resolutions; we must have a new Constitution, and must have it now. 
A Constitution is a contract, and if the King and the people both agree to 
change It, there is no vioialioii of constitutional rights and no revolution. 
If we have let things come to this pit^ih, and take the King at his 
word, it is to rely on wind. Let a change in the Constitution be iSie first 
and iiisl, and only request If necessary, but let that be the one to be insisted 
on till tlie last moment, 

Hon. Paul Iseuberg said that on many points he agreed to these resolu- 
tions, but as far as the new constitution was concerned he was somewhat 
doubtful. Let it be done legally. The subject had been broached the 
previous day of his entering a new Ministry, If so, he would not be a 
party to pushing a new constitution through in a hurry. It would not be 
legal unless carried by the Legislature. (Dr. C. T. Bodgers; What As- 
sembly gave us our present constitution?) We could have an extra sessioa 
to pass the constitution, and another extra session to ratify it. (Hisses 
and applause,) He hoped all would be peaceful and not hasty. (A voice: 
We have been waiting six years,) If so, we could very well wait another. 
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(Great uproar and eriew of "No, no." Dr. Emerson: "We won't wait 
another yeiir." A voii-e: "We mean to have it now." Cries of "Sit 
down.") The speaker took hia seat. 

H. L, Swinton said, in Hawaiian, I am not going to speak in the Eng- 
lish lang'jage, beciiUKc the haohis all tliink as I do. It h-M been said thut 
this meeting is called to ineite to kill the Hawaiians. I have always been 
called 11 rebel. Tiii^ is hecanse I am not afraid to speak my mind, and my 
mind is firm and clear that the government is false and corrupt. My 
advice is sfjtnd by the resolutions for a new constitution and let us not be 
siitisftjd with promiTies by the King. Li;t us not bo satislJed when the 
King tell-^ us he lias turned out the cabinet, what more do you want. Let 
us follow the lead of Thurston, and demand a newconsiituiion. 

Mr. Alexander Ytmug, who represenled the Honolulu Iron Works, said 
he was proud to stand upon the platfurm and look so many honest men In 
the face. They were men wI»o not only looked what they meant, but 
meant what they looked. He was no speaker, hut a thinker. He came 
here twenty-three years ago, and at one time, when tniveling, he was 
proud of living here. Lalely he had done some traveling, and had to hide 
his face when he found this fliig, sthiking ahrojid. He represented a large 
class of men not only in this country, but all over the world. The class 
he represented were llie horny-handed sons of toil, who earned their 
honest dollar and could lie down and sleep without it burning them. He 
was ready to shoulder a musket t« defend Kalakaua, and not a knave. 
Some had counselled them to wait; but lie siiid wait not, strike the iron 
while it is hot. Kalakaua had had a great niany years to let us see 
whether he was a man or not. The lension alxjut our hearts hivl long 
been strained, and to-day the strings had broken, and we must expres-s 
ourselves. He wiis not a lawyer, and could not tell whether we could 
have a Constitution in five minutes; but necessity was the mother of in- 
vention, and we must get it as soon as t>ossible. There was not a coward 
in that assembly— not one, tliough it Wiis not always wise to rush into 
mischief, if llie King would not do what wa-s wanted, he must be made 
to do i*. Let us exercise patience and put the matter in the hands of 
people able to deal with it. Let us have a new Constitution, and if it is 
nut legal, the same power would make another. 

Dr. Tucker siiid that when he came to this country there were mutter- 
ings of discontent, and it was all Walter Murray Gibson. We arraign 
the King. He does not know that this assembly — largely coniprjsed of 
men who think that kings are not of much account anyway ; he does not 
know that if it was not for the wise counsel of men in this movement his 
head would have been off before this. They could not wait any longer 
for reform. The King had better be a saint while he Is well, as well as 
when he is sick. 

M r, L. C. Al)les, who represenled the clerks, said that he had come here 
to seek his fortune, but had not seen it. He was an American, ihe stars 
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arifl stripes was his fl\K, hnt Iho iriwiiimi fli^' woiiltl suit him as well,

lion. Cecil Brown wiid, in lIiiwMiian; Porliajw you ask, why \^ (liis 
meeting of eiliaeii.-i? Perli.ip.s flic thought may enter tliat it i.s to piopose 
to d() evil to liiiwaiiiins. Not so. I am an Hawaiian, and was liorn under 
tlii.s flag, and under it my Itiines shall be buried. Has there been gcjod 
government in tlie past lew years? No. Has tlie Legislative right been 
respeeted? No. Wii want, tlien, a new eon.-titution. We want (lie King 
to Ihink of the publte Rood, not of of pernonal ends. We Juive just set'ii 
the Jubilee of Queen Vict^iria, and if Kalakaua would fuilow her e\^iin|)le, 
lie might reifiu as lung. But if Queen Viutoria were to aet as l>adly as 
Kulakana, slie would not live an hour. Let us, then, go for a new eoii- 
stltutlon. 

Mr. E. M. Walsh, manager of the Paia plantation, Maui, said that lie 
represented the planters, who, he felt sure, would emlori-e the sentiments 
BO ably expressed. In IdHi a deputation representing the plantiition.-. on 
the oilier Haiiils w.iited on the Iving to petition His M.ijesty to give lliem 
honest goveriimeuL Tue result w-is they were snubbed. The King after- 
wards went to North Kona, and with the !W.-ji3tanee of his soldiers defeated 
Pilipo in tlie eleuthin. Tiiey did not want to use threats, but to-day lliey 
were prep.tred, and would not be again insulted. He telieved it would 
be wise to change the constitution. He did not know the bei^t way of 
doing it, but In view of the eonsummate skill wliieh had broutflit this 
movement forward, lie was ready to leave it to the thirteen gentlemen to 
see that it was done right. It seemed to him. however, that this w;is a 
time to have the voiee of the people. From Maui ail were with them. 
In 1882, as he had said, the King let them go with false promises. They 
took his word then. Now, let u.s prepare a constitution and say. This is 
what we want and what we must have. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. M. Vivas then read the resolutions in Portuguese, and made a 
speech wliiirh evidently went to the hearts of his eountrymen. 

Mr. J. U. Tuuker sahJ they liad heard bilk about this H.ig and that flag, 
but tliey had gone into tlii^ tiling as people of all nationalities merged into 
H.iwaiians. They had come and meant to Stay till tiiey got wliut they 
wanted. 
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Mr. W. H Ritp, of Kauiii, sjicike in the native liingiuiH-e i\h follow: 

HitWiiiiiui fitiaens, from lliiwuii toNiiliau; fniiii iiuilliwest t<i .s(mlh- 
eartt; wo w.nit tu clean up the ^'Dverniiieiit. Ha.'i tlie government been 
elemi? No! Tlie roudd are wnsliiig luid groiiniiig fniinoneeiid to nnutlier 
of the hiiul. Where is the money for the road,-*? Sent on an exploration 
with Hie Kaimiloa. If we go anking for hread, shall we be s^itisfied with 
stones? Some one asked me to-day it I liad my gun? Well, yes; 1 ain a 
Ciittle drover, and I need one. It hiis been well said that tiie ship of this 
movement lias been launubed, the anchor is weighed, the sails set, now 
let us take the helm and steer. 

Lieutenant U W. ^V^hford wa^^ the last speaker. He appeared upon the 
piatfoiTn in uniform, and armed with a rifla and belt of earlridges. He 
stated tliat he w.ia under milhwry orders, and hiid been commanded hy 
hi.-" superior oflleer not to indulge In a polirjcal .speweh. He had not had 
(he privilege of liatening to all the speeches, but from rep<)rts which had 
been carried to the corp^ outside, he underalowl that a geiitlemin repie- 
seiiting vast moneyed interests here had counselled the meeting to wait 
another year for a new Constitrtion, 

tiiTc the llifie company marciied round the outer edse of the building 
ami took up their position inside to bear the speech of their comrade, and 
as they did so three rousing cheers and a tiger were given for the "Iioys." 

Lieutenant A.-<hford, resuming, acknowledged (lie compllmeiit on helialt 
of the corixs. He bad joined it three years ago in anticipation of trouble 
such as they saw that day. Returning to IVIr, Isenbeig's remark, he s:iid 
that gentleman, fn view of his position, would naturally have an aver^on 
to anything having a tendency to disturbiinee. He (the speaker) did not 
want Ui light, but by heaven if we did . If we set iibiiut getting re- 
form under the present constilulion we might wail till our grand-childien 
were grey. He fell sure Mr, Isenberg <lid not express the sentiiiienls of 
that meeting, certainly not those of the Honolulu ilitles. At the same 
time he had the greatest respect for the great nution that genlieman 
represented. He thought that Germans were prelly well decided not to 
submitMo dictation abroad, however much they might at home. 
The German heart is strong and true, 

The German arm is strong, 
The German foot goes seldom back 
Where armed foemen throng. 

1/ armed foemen should throng here, he did not think the Gorman foot 
would go back. He wished to say a few words on the merits of a new 
constitution. It has been olijected that we conld not have it at once, 
because such a thing would be nnconslitutlonal and illegal. He would 
show the fallacy of that argument. In 1864, when Kamehameha V., 
convoked his Legislature, it was thought that a new constitution was 
wanted. After some Weeks they failed to agree upon one satisfiU.-tory to 
His Majesty. The Legislature was arbitrarily disujissed, and the King, 
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without even sayinj^ "Ey your leave," forced upon them a new constifu- 
tiiin. That wa.s the constitution we wf^re living under to-day, and some 
people hud the gall to say we were living under ii constitutional govern- 
niunt. He held that niithing waa coastitutional which was forced upon 
the people without their consent. The present eon-stiluticn did not 
adequately pn)tect personal rights, and il gave the King power whicii no 
monarch in a civiljacd country in the preient day possessed. Wlio had 
ever heard of an ahst)lute vet« by the monarcli anywhere in recent years? 
King Kalakaua had a great many very pleasant qualliie.s, and many which 
were not so plea-sant. Personally, he had behaved In a very friendly 
manner to the speaker when he came here, and perhaps wmld still if he 
were to truckle lo him as some did. Cries of "Time" being heard, ho 
concluded liy urging upon all not to let th<j matter drop until some tjensi- 
hle and concerted action was taken. (Applause.) 

Hon. W. R, Castle moved the adoption of the resolutions, sticonded by 
Dr. Emer'^on and many others. On Ix^ing put to the meeling they were 
carried unanimously, there being a rosir of ayes! and dead silence when 
Mr. Jones put the question: "Contrary minded!" 

The chairman stated, a.s the meeting was disjiersing, that he had liocn 
requested to say that Mr. Gibson had sent for a squad <if the Himululn 
Bifles to go down to his house and protect him against IIh^ liawaiiuns. 

The committee immediately waited on the king, who stated thiil he 
was willing to give an answer oiF hand; but the committee informed him 
that they would leave the documents in his hands, and expect a reply in 
writing. 

The meeling was thoroughly orderly throughout, but it was strong and 
determined. 

After the meeting tlie Commitfeo of thirteen proceeded to the 
Palace and presented tlie resolutions to the King reiioesfiiig a reply. 

The next <lay the King called a meeting composed of the Anterican 
Jlinisler, W. II. Merrill; the IJritish Cominisisioner, .James Hay Wode- 
house; the French Commissioner, Henri Feer and the Portuguoe Com- 
missioner, A. de Souza Canavarro, to whom he offered to transfer the 
powers vested in him as King. These gejitlcmen refused Ut accept the 
trust but advised the King to lose no time in forming a iww Caliinet and 
signing a new Constitution, which wiiuld meet tlie demands of the people. 
Accordii'gly in the afternoon the following reply was forwarded to the 
citizen's Committee. 

THE king's reply. 

To Honorable Paid Zienberg and lite Geii/leme.n Composing the, Com- 
mittee of u 3£^eti'ii/ of Nuhjevtn and Citizens ; — Ckste.kmkn : — lo ackium 1- 
edging the receipt i>f Ihe llcsolulioiis adopted at a -Mass .Meeting hi'hl yes- 
terday and presented lo Us liy you. We are pleased to convey lliroogh 
you to Our loyal subjects ad well as to the citizens o[ Honolulu. Our ex. 
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pression of good-will and our gratification that Our people have taken the 
usual uun^tiiulional step in pL*esenting their griev!ini:e9. 

To the first proposition eoiitained in the resolutions passed by the 
meeting, whose action you represent, we reply that it has been suhstan- 
tially complied with liy the rormal resignation of the Ministry, whk-h 
took place un the 28th day of June, and was acceptod on thut date, and 
that we had already requested the Hon. W. L, Green to form a new Cabi- 
net on the day aucceeding the resignation of the Cabinet. 

To the second proposition, we reply that Mr. Walter M. Gibson 
has severed all his conneLtions with the Hawaiian Governineiit by resig- 
nations. 

To the thii-d proposition, We reply that We do not admit the truth 
of the matter .staled therein, but will .submit the whole subject to Our new 
Uiibinet and will gladly act accoi-ding to their advice and will cause resti- 
tution to be made by the parties found responsiljle. 

To the fourili proposition, We reply that at Our command Mr. 
Junius Kaae resigned the otHce of Registrar of Conveyance on the 28th 
day of June, and his succe.ssor has been appoiriled.

The new Cabinet, consisting of Messrs. W. L. Green, Finance ; Godfrey 
Brown, Foreign Affaiis; l^orrin A. Thurston, hiierior, and C, W. Ash- 
ford, Attorney-General, were sworn in the same day, and the revolution 
was praclically over. It only remained to sign tho new Constitution. 
This document was prepared with great care, a large nujnher of the mem- 
bers of the Hawaiian l^eague being present and taking part in the 
debates. The document was ready on Wednesday, July (ith, received 
the King's signature a'. 0:15 P. M. of that day, and Wiis duly proulaimei 
on ihe next, copies being sent forward to the other Island.^. 

Without the orgiinizalion known as the Elawaiian League, this revolu- 
tion could never have taken place. The moment that the nienihers were 
called opim they were ready and well armed. Without the ;i.-^sistance of 
Major V. V. Ashford, wlio had command of the Honolulu Rifles, order 
could not liave lieen kept. To the gentlemen who form that corp-^, the 
citizens of Honolulu owe a deep debt of gratitude. For two days H<mo- 
lulu was under martial law, and yet the most perfect order was kept, the 
banks and business places were open, and there was perfect security to 
both life and property. It was the most peaceful and most complete of 
revululions, but it was so because the power was there to sustain it. 
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A word or two about Mr. Gihs{>n. He was arrested hy the ^^lilitary 
on the morning <if July 1st, and Wiis handed ovi^r to the civil iuithorities 
oil a vhnrge of embezzlement (in the evening of tlie Siilurday. He wiis 
permitted to reniain in h\s house under };ii!ir<l, but on July 5th was re- 
moved to the Prison. When brought liefore the Police Court the Attorney 
General entered a noKe pros, and Mr. Gibson quietly got on on board the 
briffimtine John D. Spreckels which was leaving Ihsit siinie day and 
sailed for Calitornia. Thus liringing one of the moat unpleasant episodes 
in Hawaiian History to a conclusion.

This Constitution shall 
be in force from the Twentieth day of 
AuguHt In the year One Thousand Eiglit 
Hundred ana ISixty-Four, hut that 
there may be no failure of justice, or 
ineonvenlenee to tlic KlnKtlom, from 
any ehange, all rifScerB of this King- 
doRi, at the time this Constitution shall 
take efltect, shall have, hold, and exer- 
cise all the power to them granted, un- 
til other persons shall be appointed in 
tbeir stead. 

Article 80. Any amendment or 
amendments to this Constitution may 
be proposed Iq the Legklaiive Assem- 
bly, and if the same shall be agreed to 
by a majority of members thereof, 
sii'ih proposed amendment or amend- 
ments shall he entered on its journal, 
Wiih the yeas and nays taken there- 
on, and referred to the nest Legislature; 
W'lieh proposed amendment or amend- 
ments shall be published for three 
months previous to the next election 
of Itepresentatives ; and if in the next 
Legislature such proposed amendment 
or amendments shall be agreed to by 
twn-thlrds of all the members of the 
IjCgislfttive Assembly, and i)e approved 
by the King, such amendment or 
a.nenitments shall become part of the 
Uotistitution of this country.

Article 78. Wherever by this Con- 
stitution any Act is to be done or 
performed by the King or the Kover- 
eign, it shall, unless otherwise ex- 
presseil, mean that such Act shall be 
done and performed by the Bovertiign 



Article 79. All Laws now hi force 
in this Kin(^lom, shall continue and 
remain in full effect, until altered or 
repealed bylhe Legislature; such parts 
ouly excepted as are repugnant to this 
Constitution, All laws heretofore en- 
acted, or that may hereafter hecnacted, 
whicharccontrary to this Constitution, 
shall be null and void. 



Article 80. The Cabinet shall have 
power to make anil publish all neces- 
sary rules and regulations toi the 
holding of any elet*tion or elections 
under this Constitution, prior to the 
passage by the Legislature of appro- 
priate laws for suen purpose, and to 
provide for administering to uffiulals, 
subjects and residents the oath to sup- 

Sort this OoMstitutioii. The first eiec- 
oti hereun ler shall be held within 
niriety days after the promulgation of 
this Constitution, and the X«gLsliiture 
then elected may be convened at 
Hitnoluiu upon the call of the t 'abinet 
<.k>uDcii, in extraordinary session at 
such time as the Cabinet Council may 
deem necessary, thirty days notice 
thereof being pr-'vlously given. 

Article 81. This Constitution shall 
belli force from the 7th doyot July, 
A. D., 18H7, lint that there m ly he no 
fiiilure of justice, or convenience to the 
Ki ijidom, from any ehange, all officers 
Of this Kingdom, ai the time this Con- 
stitution shall take effect, shall have, 
hold, and exercise ali the power to 
them granted ISuch ofldcers sn'ill take 
an oath to support this Constitution, 
within sixty days after the pi-omui- 
gation thereof. 

Article 8'. Any amendment or 
amendments to this Constitution may 
be proposed in the Legislature and If 
the same shall be agreed to by a 
majority of the members thereof, such 
proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be entered on its journal, with 
the yeas and nays taken thereon, and 
referred to next Legislature; wliicii 
proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be published for tlu-ee months 
previous to the nest election of Repre- 
aeat^Uves aud Nobles; and if iQ ttie 
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next I.pgiBlaturcPiicli proposed amend- 
mt'iit. or iimeiKliin'iitH bIihI!
